Legislature was terminated, by a formal act,

uncle (Jinoolcus were tbe beat friends Mid 
greatest, beuefietors the colony of Ithodo 
Island erei hid. 


1'asslug over the story of Posiacers, who 


wu chief Bucheiu of tho tribe from the 
death of JItotonoiuah to just before tho 
war with Philip, ,ud 
whoae career is 


marked by constant skirmishing with the 
Uohigaus, and continual Iroalies made and 
broken with tho whites, we come to Quin- 
napin aud Onuonchot, who wore at tho head 
of the tribe on tho outbreak of Philip's war 
At tho commencement of this war tho Nar- 
raganselts held aloof, though Ihoy, ou ac- 
count of many grievances, wore favorably 
Inclined loword Philip and received his 
women and children among them. Upon 
the invasion of their country, however, Ihey 
began an altack on Iho seniors of Khodo 
Islaud, and finally drove them from the 
main laud to Iho island of Aquidnick. Many 
interesting incidents of thin war were then 
narrated. 
Al the close of Iho war several of 


Iho captives wore brought to Providence and 
sold to labor for limited terms. 


A sketch of 
the lives of Quinnipon and 


Conouchel was next given. Both these chiefs 
wero made captive iu Iho war and executed. 
Canouchet was taken lo Stonington, and 
when the sentence of death was announced 
to him he said, "I like it well. I shall die 
before my heart is soft, or I have said any- 
thing unworthy of myself." 
His head was 


cut otf and sent to Hartford, and his body 
was burned. 
He suffered for bis race and 


died for his nation, and wna the last of the 
Narragansett sachoma. 


At the close of tho address, Ur. Chas. W. 


Parsons moved u vole of thanks, which 
was 
seconded 
by 
Col. S. 
H. 


Wales, and passed by tho meeting. 
The 


Kev. Frederic Denison and the chairman 
also added words of commendation. 
Mr. 


Denisou hoped 
that Mr. Sheffield would 


extend his investigations to soina of the 
oilier Khodo Island Iribos, nnd embody the 
whole in a volume. 
Mr. Allen thought 


there WHS n purpose on tho part of our 
government to treat tho Indians more justly 
than they had been dealt with iu tho past. 
Ho also spoke of Koger Williams, who was 
the first European to deal with tho Indians 
precisely as if they had been members of 
his own race. The olber colonists of New 
England regarded tho Indians as a heathen 
race, which they, as Christians, wero under 
no special obligations to treat with the 
respect they would people of their own 
color.

At tho' lime tho English first came iu con- 


tact with the Narrngansetts, they had a 
traditiou that in former times they had a 
Bnchem colled Tashtassuck, 
incomparably 


superior to any other iu tho whole couutry. 
This chieftain had t\vo childrou, a son and 
daughter, and not being able to match them 
according lo their dignity, ho joined them 
togelhor iu wedlock. They had four sons, 
of whom Oouonicus was the oldest. 
Cauon- 


icus, just before tho arrival of tho Plymouth 
Colonists, Ihen tho chief sachem over tho 
Nnrragansotla, held a wide sway over sub- 
ject tribes. 
Tbo Narragansetta, however, 


were comparatively of a mild and simple 
disposition. 
Capl. Smith called thorn the 


"wily savages," though he acknowledges 
they were valiant iu war. Canouieus was 
probably about CO years of ago 'when the 
Purilauq landed at Plymouth. 
He must 


have looked with grave doubts as to tbe 
character of the now.comerg, as one of their 
first atis was to 
form au alliance with 


Massasoit, by which that Chieftain 
was 


enabled to throw off his subjocliou lo the 
Narragansetts. 


Canouieus did not engage in hostilities 


with the Plymouth people, because he aud 
his tribe wore already embroiled iu a war 
with the Peqnota. On the arrival of Koger 
Williams among tho tribe, Canonicus was 
at first inclined lo bo unfriendly, but bo 
seems soon after "to have regarded tho 
English with favor, granting through Wil- 
liams's agency iracls of land and acquiesc- 
ing in their settlement. In the Pequot war 
between tho whiles and Indians, Canonicus 
allied himself wilh tho colonists and allowed 
his subjects to follow Captain Mason against 
his hereditary enemies, and from that time 
forth remained faithful with tbe whites. 
In 
the 
latter 
part 
of 
his 


life 
he 
camo 
to 
have 
grave 


apprehensions for the fuluro of his people, 
nnd in reply lo a question of Mr. Williams 
as lo • the faithfulness of Iho English,' he 
took a stick and broke il into ten pieces, 
aud related ten 
instances in whioh tho 


English bad proved false, laying down a 
piece at each instance. 
For 
over-twenly 


years Canonions mingled wilh tho English, 
and during that time his character showa 
no blemish. 
Ho waa without cruelty or 


treachery. 
He acted the part of H true 


chief lain to his people, and kept his faith 
with tho whites. 
Ho died s- J:::;o -ith, 


Hi 17, at a very advanced age, much regret- 
tod by his tribe and the white settlers. 


With Cauouicua waa associated in the 


government of the Iribo Miantonouiah, whost 
nauio is a household word with tho people 
of Khodo Inland, lie was a nephew of 
Cauonicus. Hubbard says "ho woa a very 
good personage, of tall stature, aubtlo and 
cunning, and haughty in his designs." 
Af lor tho Pequot war, Miantonomah disposed 
of large tracts of his land to various white 
settlors'. In so doing ho got himself em- 
broiled in a misunderstanding with 
tho 


Plymouth colony, as some of Iho people 
thus favored wore outlawed by that colony. 
Charges of conspiracy and want of good 
faith 
with the English perpetuated the 


misundornlanding. At length n war broke 
out 
between 
tbo 
Narragansotbt 
and 


tbo 
Mohigana. 
It 
was 
brought 


on by Uuoas, Iho Chief of tho Murbanks, 
making war on Soquasson, Iho Connecticut 
Sachom, and ft. connection and ally of Mian- 
(onomah. 
In the battle that ensued, the 


Narragansolls wore defeated, and their chief 
made a prisoner. 
Miaulonomah was prom- 


ised his lifo If ho would prevail on hla poo- 
plo to COBSO hostilities, hut he scorned the 
terms. For n lime, however, tho prisoner 
waa allowed Ills lifo, but subsequently bin 
execution was ordered by tho Commission- 
ers of ll»i four United Oolonien, who mot at 
Uarlford, and wan duly curried into effool.

The citizen mean- 
while lias his key remaining in tho box, for, 
while it throws tho lock-bolt back, tho same 
motion securely fastens it iu tho box, nnd 
he cannot take it out until it is released by 
n special key, which is only carried by police 
and firemen. Jf the citizen is badly injured, 
the wagon takes him to his 
home or

have molested him. This is only one of 
the numberless ways in whioh the box can 
bo made useful. It is also used by the 
police to hnve drunken or abstreperous 
prisoners taken to tho station houses with- 
out causing tho patrolmen to leave their 
beats. In case of riot or time of great need 
a peculiar alarm is sounded on tho engine 
house bells, when every policeman goes to 
the nearest watch-box on his best and re- 
ceives 
instantaneous telephonic 
orders, 


telling him where to go and wbat to do 
when ho gets there. 
These watch-boxes 


only cost §100 set up and ready for use.—

STARTING EAELY VEGETABLES.—Window 


boxes answer nearly all the purposes of a 
hotbed for a garden ia which the number 
of plants required is small. A kitchen wiri- 
dow is preferable to any other, as the air is 
usually more moist. 
Sow seeds in window 


boxes, and when the plants ore up, turn the 
boxes every day, to bring the opposite side 
to the light and keep them from growing to 
ouo side. When the seedlings get two or 
three "rough" leaves, those beyond the seed 
leaves, they should be "pricked 
out" 
or 


plauted in other similar boxes, setting them 
nu iueh or more 
apart, according 
to 


kind. 
The young plants may grow in these 


until time lo put them in tho open ground. 
Set the box out-doors in the middle of every 
mild day, or open the windows in order to 
harden the plants. 
Tho kiuds usually sown 


in hot beds, frames aud window boxes are 
cabbages, cauliflowers and others of that 
fninily j lettuce, tomatoes, peppers and egg 
plants ; the last two will do a month later. 
Cucumbers, melons and ea/ly equnshes may 
he started later, a few seeds to give plants 
enough for a bill, in n small bos or four-inch 
pot. 
The roots of those aro large and do 


not succeed in a small pot.
